growing on the banks of leveea erei;- 
ted to reclaim low lands. 
Cut it 


into inch pieces, au«l set it oat threa 
feet ap.irt, and iu it single year it 
covers tbe entire surface, and its 
matted roots—lying near the surface 
—protect tbe leveo so thoroughly 
that tke wildest Hood of the lower 
Mississippi may r«sh over it ami 
then subside, leaving the luveo as 
solid as aver.
